MANZANILLO, Oct. 7.—This will be a 


day long to be remembered in the Lis- 
tory of Mai-zanillo. A fight was nar- 
rowly avertfl between the Spanish gar- 
rison, under Col. Parron, and the Unit- 
ed States troops, under Col. Ray, who 
had arrived here from Santiago to take 
possession ai the city. 


At seven o'clock this morning Col. 


Ray, not having heard from General 
Lawton to tuo contrary, sent word by 
Adjutant Collins to Col. Parron that in 
accordance with his instructions he 
should march his men to the city from 
the dock, a mile away, where the Unit" 
ed States t-unsport steamer Reina de 
Los Angelo* had been moored at the re- 
quest of C"l Pairon, and would take 
possession of the public buildings in 
the name of the United States. 


At eight o'olocK the battalion was in 


motion with colors flying. Col. Ray 
marched to*- ard tbe city, but before the 
troops loaclttd the city gates, Adjutant 
Collins arri-ed with Col. Parron's re- 
ply.

After a good night's icst, having re- 


tiied uC 10 45 o'clock lat-t n'ght, Alfred 
C. \Yllllarm, lose at fi 20 thin moining 
His slei-p had been quiet and apparently 
undisturbed. He spent the evening in 
v ntlng several tetters, one of w hlch was 
to hlb mother. 


Williams put on his regular prison suit 


"of gray, and was soon ready foi break- 
fast which was brought to his cell at 
7 o'cloi k. Bc-cfbteak, toast, coffee and 
bread were served him. but he did not 
tat 
with his usual heartiness. 
At 8 


o'clock he was shaved. It had been the 
cut-turn until yessterctay to allow Will- 
idnis, accompanied by his guard, one 
hour's recreation in the coiildors ad- 
joining thf office, but thlb morning- he 
had to be content with w hat exercise he 
could obtain by pacing his cell 


in nib steps there waa little to show 


agltatiun, and the near approach of 
death seemed to have no effect upon the 
condemned man 
In talking 
to 
his 


guards he reiterated hik declaration that 
he Via* Innocent, but would not speak 
fuither on the matter 


Sheriff Johnson had extended but few 


Invitations to attend the execution, not 
more than 40 persons having been asked 
to witness the affair 
These included 


the warden and deputy warden of the 
state prison, 12 citizens as legal wlt- 
nt«>»e« amd physicians, deputy sheriffs 
and representatives of the local, county 
and Boston press 


These persons assembled at the Jail 


soon aftor 9.30 o'clock, and at the invi- 
tation of the sheriff proceeded to the 
Kuardroom shortly afterwards Mean- 
whllie Sheriff Johnson had a conference 
with Williams, who expressed himself 
as grateful for what the olllcers of the 
county had done for him 
The sheriff 


had with htm a black suit of clothes, 
which he asked Williams to put on 


At 10 o'clock, Williams, whose arms 


end hands had been pinioned, left the 
cell, accompanied by Sherllf Samuel A 
Johnson. Rev C H Puffer, the Jail 
chaplain and Williams' spiritual ad- 
vlser.and Deputy Sheriffs Arthur Bishop 
of Rowley and Timothy D Crowley of 
Danvers, who hail charge of him dur- 
ing- his trial Deputies W D Cobb, first 
officer of the Salem Jail, and Deputy 
Charles F. Sailings, first deputy of the 
Lawrence Jail, brought up the rear. The 
distance from the cell to the scaffold 
was only about 40 feet, and but few sec- 
onds elapsed from William*' leaving his 
cell to the termination of the event. On 
reaching the scalfold, Williams was 
placed upon the trap and hi* knees weie 
bound by Deputy Sheriff Bishop, dur- 
ing which proceeding prayer was offered 
by the chaplain 
The black cap waa 


then drawn over the prisoner's face and 
adjusted by Deputj Bmhop 
At this 


point Sheiiff Johnson said that pursuant 
to a wfu rant issue to him by the su- 
perior (ourt he would execute the sen- 
t*nce of the court, tic then touched the 
spring ut 10 01 50 AVilllams dropped six 
feet one ln< h, and was within 30 Inches 
of the llooi 
His neck was broken by 


the f.ill. The muscular contraction of 
the limbs was visible for several sec- 
onds 


While the operation of binding Will- 


lams' knees \\ as In pi ogress, the pi isoner 
watched the people glanced around thi» 
room and Uvokfd dow n to see w hat the 
deputy w.ia doing. He was pale bu 
Beumoil UIK once-rued, but did not speak 
a w ord 


Ijife was announced to be extinct In 


12 minutes and 31 seconds after the drop 
fell 


The body was cut down 48 minutes 


after the trap had been sprung It was 
placed in a pine coffin and turned over 
to f i lends, w ho accompanied it to Grene- 
lawn cemetery, Salem, where It was 
buried. 


Williams was born at Summerside. 


Prince Edvvaid's Island1. April 10. 1876 
After leaving school, which he did at a. 
comparatively early age he worked on 
hi» father's farm until three years ago, 
when he came to Boston 
After sta>- 


Ing In Boston some time he went to 
Lynnfield and engaged himself to work 
on the W W Phillips farm. The neigh- 
bors In Lynnfleld ^ay that Williams was 
lather a shiftless sort of fellow, and 
avoided work whenever possible, and 
this dislike of regular employment, they 
say, got him into financial straits. 


A friend and companion of his boyhood, 


however, and one who Is a firm believer 
in Williams' Innocence, stated that Al- 
fred was one of the best of boys, and no 
one In Prince Edward's Island will be- 
lieve him guilty of the crime for which 
he was sentenced to death. 


Williams' parents, two brothers and 


three sister, still live in Summerside, 
and he has one brother living In Boatoii 


The crime for which this young man 


was sentenced was committed at Lynn- 
field Onter, about two miles from Wake- 
fleld Village, In July, 1897. The exact 
time has not been determined, but the 
body of Jorn Gallo, the victim of the 
murder, was found In the ruins of the hut 
In which he had lived on the morning of 
July 28. 


Oallo was an Italian, and, with his 


brother Antonio, had been in this coun- 
try about four years. "He had worV%d 
on (arms in Swampscott and other Es- 
sex county towns previous to finding 
employment, on the Phillips farm ID 
Lynnfleld, where Williams waa alto at 
work. He lived frugally, and sent what 
h« could spare from Me small earning 
to his family In Italy. It was a matter 
of economy that Ire lived alone in the 
•mall hut in which he met his d*ath. 


Oallo was last seen alive on th* even- 


ing ot July 27, sitting in front of hie 
hovel smoking an after supper pipe. 
Early next morning flre was discovered 
In the hwt by a fellow employe on the 
farm, who secured assistance and rushed 
to the scene. The door waa found to be 
•hut. It wai kicked open and one man 
crawled into the smoke-filled apartment. 
The body of Oallo was found on the 
threshold of the Inner room, but ll(e ap- 
patently was extinct, and there was no
